John Palsgrave, an Englishman, whilst 
residing in Paris, was the teacher of French to the Princess Mary, sister of Henry VIII. 

When his pupil's husband, Louis XII of France, died, Palsgrave returned to 
England, where, in 1530-31, he wrote in English , with a French title, a folio volume, 
printed by Hawkins and Pynson, which is the First Grammar of the French language, 
and extraordinarily rare.

This is a genuine work of Scottish bookbinding between 1577 and 1580, and is an 
example of a rare kind.
